BOOK REVIEW 

Many people have always 
thought of Napoleon Bona- 
parte as having been a bellig- 
erent man, completely void 
of compassion or other feel- 
ings. Thomas B. Costain, 
however, heartily refute this 
all too predominant tone in 
his latest novel “The Last 
Love,” a warm, glowing sto- 
ry of a great general and a 
young girl whom he met dur- 
ing his second exile, to a 
small island called St. Helena 
far off the African coast. 

Upon his arrival on the is- 
land, Napoleon found that his 
intended quarters were not 
yet ready for occupancy and 
thus was obliged to impose 
on the Balcombe family for 
lodging until his own was 
made suitable. Betsy, the 
younger of the two daughters 
and the second of the four 
Balcombe children, was quick 
■to make friends with Bona- 
parte, and they spent the bet- 
ter part of each day togeth- 
er. They became so fond of 
each other during the two 
months the emperor was a 
guest in the Balcombe home 
that it was inevitable their 
friendship would not end 
there, and when the island’s 
English governor refused to 
allow Napoleon any visitors, 
they continued to find ways 
of literally smuggling Betsy 
into the General’s new home. 

This book tells of Napoleon 
and the love he knew during 
his last days, and it shows in 
vivid detail the truly humane 
side of a great soldier.
